_ JEFFERSON CITY, July 3— 
Truck lines, which successfully 
fought legislation to increase fees 
collected from them by the state, 
“contributed large sums to an 
alleged public relations fund,” 
Representative D. L. Houtchens, 
chairman of the House Lobby In- 
vestigating Committee, told the 
Post-Dispatch today. 

Houtchens said reports from 
about 1000 of 3000 truck dines 
operating in Missouri revealed 
contributions to the “public rela- 
tions fund” ranging from a few 
dollars to $1200 a year by large 
operators. The $1200 is. three 


times the annual dues paid to the’ 


Missouri Bus & Truck Association 
by major members. 

Asked for Two-Year Reports. 

’The truck operators were re- 
quested by the committee to re- 
port all payments made in the 
last two years to associations, or 
other organizations, to promote, 
or oppose legislation. The re- 
ports were requested in prepara- 
tion for the opening of hearings 
by the House committee here next 
Friday into lobbying activities in 
the Legislature. 

Houtchens said the committee 
would “inguire fully” into the 
reported contributions at its two 
executive sessions, next Friday 
and Saturday, and at the public 
hearings scheduled to open next 
Tuesday. 

Houtchens also reported that 
Gov. Forrest Smith, whose legis-_ 
lation to increase truck fees from 
$4,000,000 a year to $12,000,000 
was deféated in the House, had 
given “no specific acceptance. to 
an invitation to appear as the 
first witness at the public hear- 


ing. 

Houtchens, who telephoned the 
Governor yesterday, said Smith 
indicated he preferred to testify 
at an executive session of the 
committee. 

“Up to Committee.” 

Smith’s request that he be 
spared a public appearance will 
be submitted to the committee, 
Houtchens said. ; 

“The committee wants him at 
the public hearings,” he added, 
“but that will be up to the com- 
mittee to decide.” 

Recently the Governor made 
the charge that the truck lobby 
had raised $200,000 to defeat his 
truck fee legislation, and said 
that “money was paid to members 
of the House by truck lobbyists. 

Major truck operators have de- 
nied there was any slush fund for 
legislative purposes, insisting that 
any money spent came from their 
own pockets and not from asso- 
ciation funds. 

U. G. Lewellen, manager of the 
Missouri Bus & Truck Associ- 
ation, admitted, following Repre- 
sentative Houtchens’s announce- 
ment, that there was a public 
relations fund. Houtchens said he 
“presumed the ‘committee will 
want to inquire into that, and I 
have nothing to say now.” 

After defeating Gov. Smith’s 
legislation, through brazen activi- 
ty on the floor of the House, the 
truck lobby succeeded in putting 
through the House a bill which 
would increase truck fees only $2,- 
000,000 a year, instead of $12,000,- 
000. The measure is pending in 
the Senate.

Nor the Committee Has 
the Power to Compel 
Me’ to Appear.

pena for Warren at the close of 
the Crime Committee’s hearings 
in Miami June 22. Prior to that 
time the committee had sent three 
“urgent” invitations for the Flor- 
idi Governor to appear and testi- 
fy regarding huge contributions 
to his campaign fund by gamblers 
and members of the Florida un- 
derworld. 
Sends Subpena Back. 

Gov. Warren wrote Senator 
O’Conor that it was his opinion 
that “neither you nor the Sen- 
ate Committee has the power to 
compel me to obey its commands.” 
Gov. Warren returned the sub- 
pena calling for his appearance 
Monday with his letter. 

The Senate Crime Committee 
had hoped to question Gov. War- 
ren about more than a $1,000,000 
which went into his 1948 cam- 
paign. Many contributions were

The United Nations command- 
er-in-chief accepted July 10 as the 
time for cease-fire talks. He said 
he would like to meet sooner 
if the Communists can make it. 
July 10 was the earliest date pro- 
posed by the Reds’ top generals. 

Agrees to Kaesong Mecting. 

Ridgway agreed to their sug- 
gestion that negotiators meet in 
Kaesong, ancient Korean capital 
near the thirty-eighth parallel, 
instead of aboard a Danish hos- 
pital ship at Wonsan as he had 
proposed. — 

A reply from the Chinese and 
North Korean commanders was 
hoped for soon, but m t 
passed without any response.

At the same time, in what ap- 
peared to be a face-saving cam- 
paign, the Peiping radio said 
North Korean Foreign Minister 
Pak Hun Yung had telegraphed 
the United . Nations, accusing 
Americans of committing atroci- 
ties against North Koreans and

Fireworks Warning. 

A warning against fireworks 
was issued by the St. Louis So- 
ciety for the Blind, a Community 
Chest agency. It advised parents 
that “there are no such things 
as harmless fireworks,” to plan 
holiday outings only in areas 
where fireworks are barred and 
to have even the slihtgest eye 
injury treated immediately by a 
doctor or hospital.

CARBONDALE, Ill, July 3— 

W. J. Otteson, former vice presi- 


dent of Carbondale National 


Bank, who has admitted embez- 
zling about $160,000 in the bank’s 
funds in the last 25 years, was in 


seclusion at his home here today, 
pending criminal action by federal 
authorities. 

United States Attorney William 
W. Hart said at East St. Louis 
he expected to file a complaint 
against the 48-year-old banker 
after receiving a report from 
Bank Examiner W. W. Kane Jr. 
of Pinckneyville, who uncovered 
Otteson’s peculations in a rou- 
tine examination. Otteson was 
vacationing in Florida when the 
thefts were disclosed. 

Residents of this southern Illi- 
nois city of 12,000, ninety miles 
southwest of St. Louis, were in- 
credulous when word got around 
late last week that the popular, 
civic-minded banker had admitted 
stealing from $5000 to $7000 a 
year since 1926, two years after 
he started working for the bank, 

Concealed Shortages. 

In a statement to bonding com- 
pany representatives, Otteson 
said he concealed shortages by 
extracting ledger sheets from the 
bank’s books when he saw exam- 
iners walk into the bank for 
periodic checkups. 

He said he concealed discrep- 
ancies from other officers and 
employes by manipulating adding 
machines when periodic balances 
of savings account ledger sheets 
were run. He would make sub- 
tractions from totals, holding the 
machine so that the subtractions 
did not appear on the tape, he 
explained. Thus, totals as shown 
on the tape would be smaller than 
the sum of the actual figures in 
the books. 

J. E. Etherton, bank president, 
said none of the manipulations af- 
fected individual depositors’ ac- 
counts, but only the bank’s gen- 
eral accounts. Also, he empha- 
sized there would be no loss to 
the bank, since Otteson had 
turned over about $60,000 in per- 
sonal assets, including his home, 
life insurance policies and stocks 
and bonds, and his bond would 
be sufficient to cover the rest of 
the shortage. 

Otteson signed a statement ad- 
mitting the embezzlement last 
Wednesday, shortly after he hur- 
ried home from Florida * when 
Etherton notified him of the 
shortage. 

Submits Resignations, 

After making . te statement, 
Otteson submitted resignations as 
bank vice president, as president 
of the Carbondale Community 
High School Board and as a di- 


rector of the Carbondale Build-| mand 


ing, Loan & Homestead Associa- 
tion. 

Otteson served 15 years as city 
treasurer until last spring and 
was a.former president of the 
Carbondale Elks Club. He had 
been active also in church and 
Boy Scout work. 

Etherton said a check of city 
books had shown Otteson’s ac- 
counts were in order. Otteson 
lived modestly with his wife and 
12-year-old son in a brick bunga- 
low. Another son operates a fill- 
ing station here. 

He was cuoted as saying he 
used the embezzled money for 
ordinary living expenses, although 
his bank salary was “substantial,” 
Etherton said. .

WASHINGTON, July 3—A pro- 
posal that would solve the desper- 
ate financial problems of many 
educational institutions appears 
to be finding increasing support 
in a large number of states. 

Senator Lister Hill (Dem.), Ala- 
bama, sponsor of a measure that 
would dedicate' royalties from 
tidelands oil for educational use, 
told the Post-Dispatch that re- 
sponse to his plan has been posi- 
tive and enthusiastic despite the 
fact its announcement was pretty 
well submerged in the furore over 
the dismissal of Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur. 

Last night, in a transcribed 
broadcast over 12 Illinois radio 
stations, Hill discussed the pro- 
posal with Senator Paul H. Doug- 
las (Dem.), Illinois, who is a co- 
sponsor. Others who joined in 
introducing the legislation were 
Senators Thomas C. Hennings Jr.

The National Education Associ- 
ation estimates that local and 
state governments spend five bil- 
lion dollars a year on elementary 
and secondary schools.

“What is true of the medical 
schools is true of our dental 
schools, our nursing schools, our 
technological schools, our liberal 
arts colleges, our whole system 
of primary and secondary educa- 
tion,” Hill said, 


“For too long,” he continued, 
“some have looked upon this pre- 
dicament as something about 
which we could do nothing. We 
have felt perhaps that our am- 
bitions for our children were 
simply bigger than our capacity 
to meet them. But with this new 
Atlantis which Providence and 
science have given us from the 
bottom of the sea, we can now 
reach our dream. 


“The need—the future of our 
children—is great. The means that 
has been put into our hands to 
meet that need is great. So let 
us think greatly and act greatly. 
—— not lose this opportun- 

The Hill proposal was offered 
as an amendment to a pending 
resolution introduced by Senator 
Joseph C., O’Mahoney (Dem.), 
Wyoming, which would provide 
for interim oil and gas operations 
in the submerged lands. No im- 
mediate action is in sight on the 
resolution or the amendment. 


Resolution Follows Decision. 


The resolution was introduced 
after the Supreme Court de- 
clared in cases affecting Cali- 
fornia, Texas and Louisiana that 
the United States has paramount 
rights in and full dominion and 
power over the lands of the con- 
tinental shelf adjacent to the 
shores of these states.

Hill’s amendment provides that 
the money from the oil is to be 
dedicated for education and placed 
in a special account in the Treas- 
ury. The funds would be used 
for urgent national defense pur- 
poses during the present emer- 
gency; subsequently they would 
be devoted to education as grants- 
in-aid of primary, secondary and 
higher education. 

Provides for Advisory Unit. 


The amendment would create a 
National Advisory Council on 
Grants-in-Aid of Education, which 
would develop a plan to be sub- 
mitted to the President not later 
than Feb. 1, 1953. The council

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The primary function of the 
council would be to devise ways 
of spending oil revenues as addi- 
tional aid to whatever Congress 
provides in the way of regular 
support. The federal royalties 
would not be uniform from year 
to year and it would be neces- 
sary to work out some method of 
utilizing them. 

Hill thinks his proposal is a 
logical extension of the philoso- 
phy behind the Morrill Act of 
1862, which established the sys- 
tem of land-grant colleges. Sub- 
sequent legislation provided for 
other grants as Fedéral lands ran 
out. The principle is that educa- 
tion should derive benefits from 
the nation’s natural assets. 

“Nation Has No Choice.” 

“There is no choice here be- 
tween advantages and disad- 
vantages,” Hill told the Senate on 
introducing the amendment June 
7. “Every group, every sector of 
American education has its back 
against the wall. The grammar 
schools of the nation are, in the 
next four years, to receive the 
largest number of children in the 
history of the United States. This 
tidal wave of six-year-olds soon 
will inundate the rickety structure 
of primary education.”

las, a former college economic 
professor, stressed the point that 
the present tax structure is dry- 
ing up gifts from alumni and 
others on which many private col- 
leges formerly depended.

Since the end of World War II 
hostilities, Soviet Russia has been 
aggressive expansionist but 
when confronted with actual and 
potential force it has backed away 
from the point of war.

Revolution in Iran.

The Russian move to the south, 
a historical objective, lost its 
impetus and the Russian clamor 
died down: 


2. While this was going on, Rus- 
sia, through its satellites Bulgar- 
ia, Albania and Yugoslavia aided 
the Communist guerrillas trying 
to overthrow a weak Greek gov- 
ernment. In December 1947, a 
rebel “government of free Greece” 
was proclaimed. By that time, 
however, the United States, by 
its aid to Greece and Turkey, had 
supplanted the British economic 
and financial aid to the Greeks. 
We sent over a military advisory 
mission headed by Gen. Van Fleet, 
now the commander in Korea. 
Yugoslavia’s break away from the 
Kremlin in July 1948, broke the 
back of the guerrilla forces, which 
deprived of bases and supplies, 
gave up the fight. 

Berlin Blockade Broken. 


' $3. The Berlin blockade by the 
Russians became total in July 
1948, and was quickly met by the 
Berlin airlift of the United States, 
Great Britain and France and a 
counter-blockade on East-West 
trade. The opening negotiations 
for a settlement of the blockade 
were somewhat similar to Jacob 
A. Malik’s surprise proposal for 


the Government over the nation- 
alization of the oil industry; Indo- 
china and Burma, where border 
fighting is already going on; For- 
mosa, now neutralized by the 
‘United States Seventh Fleet, and 
the Philippines, where conditions 
are better than a year ago. 
While Russia and its satellites 
have been probing for weak spots 
and undoubtedly will continue to 
do so, the United States and the 
free nations are building up their 
strength within themselves. First 
there came appropriations for 
Greek-Turkish aid, then the Mar- 
shall plan, the mutual defense as- 
sistance pact and the North Atlan- 
tic Treaty Organization and our 
greatly expanded defense effort. 


Korea is a sector in a larger 
cold war and has been costly to 
the United States, the Russians, 
the Chinese Reds and devastating- 
ly costly to the North and South 
Koreans. 

U. S. Attitude Unchanged. 


The American attitude remains 
the same as when George F. Ken- 
nan announced it in his famous 
“X” article: 

“The main element of any 
United States policy toward the 
Soviet Union must be that of a 
long-term, patient but firm and 
vigilant containment of Russian 
expansive tendencies.” 


The United States and the free 
nations are trying to avert World 
War III by building up their 
strength; Russia and its satellites 
are also building up strength, but 
in the meantime the Kremlin is 
trying to expand at not too great 
a cost. In the other-instances, the 
Kremlin drew back when it reck- 
oned the price too high. Korea 
may be another example of this 
refusal to keep on paying for what 
is after all only a sector in a 


global struggle.

Louis, and elsewhere. 

The position of the Army En- 
gineers—which no one has suc- 
cessfully contradicted—is that 
certain downstream flood control 
work of broad extent must be 
carried out on the Missouri river 
itself and major lower tributaries, 
if floods are to be stopped in 
Missouri, Kansas, Iowa and Ne- 
braska. Main features of the 
Army Engineers’ proposals, as in- 
corporated in the Interagency 
program, are: 

A system of nine dams on 
the Osage river sub-basin in 
Missouri and Kansas. 

A system of seven dams for 
the Grand river sub-basin in 
northern Missouri. 

Two dams on the Gasconade 
river in the Missouri Ozarks. 

The proposed Tuttle Creek 
Dam near the confluence of the 
Big Blue river with the Kansas 
river at Manhattan, Kan. 

Further protective works up- 
stream on the Big Blue in 
Kansas and Nebraska (not yet 
in the Interagency program). 

Earthen levees, aggregating 
1140 lineal miles, along low- 
lands of the Missouri between 
Sioux City, Ia., and the mouth 
above St. Louis. ! 

After serious objections were 
raised in Missouri to the Army’s 

original plan for the Osage sub- 
basin, the present plan was 
worked out as a compromise sub- 
stitute. It involves not only four 
dams in Missouri and five in 
Kansas, but soil conservation, re- 
forestation and other land-use 
devices. 

Compromise Not Pushed. 
The compromise, which ap- 
peared to be generally accept- 
able, was sent to Congress about 
two years ago, but has not been 
pushed. Congress has not formal- 
ly authorized it, much less pro- 
vided construction funds for it.

Despite what I consider a tendency 
of the Post-Dispatch to lean to the left, 
I do not believe that it Mtentionally 
wishes to give an erroneous conclu- 
sion, particularly through its editorial 
columns. 


In the editorial of June 28 entitled 
“Facts of the Housing Shortage,” the 
statements are made that the St. Louis 
metropolitan population increased 249,- 
212 in the past decade and that the 
number of dwelling units had increased 
65,332 in the same decade, so that there 
was a gain of 183,880 more residents 
than homes since 1940. “At an average 
occupancy of about three persons to a 
house, this would indicate a shortage 
of 61,290 dwelling units.” 

Assuming that the average occupancy 
used in the editorial, namely three, is 
correct, the increase of population 249,- 
212 should be divided by three, the 
resultant being 83,070 new units re- 
quired to house the increased popula- 
tion. Deducting the 65.332 units con- 
structed, would leave an actual short- 
age of 17,738 housing units, which is 
materially less than the 61.290 shortage 
alleged in your editorial. 

If, however, the average occupancy 
per unit as used by engineers in de- 
termining population to be served for 
sewage disposal, namely 3.5, is used 
to determine the housing units needed 
for the increased population of 249,212, 
the resultant is 71,203 housing units. 
On this basis, the shortage would only 
be 5871 units. 

It does not follow that even a short- 
age of 5871 units exists, for no consid- 
eration is given to the excess of hous- 
ing units existing at the beginning of 
the decade. It therefore does not ap- 
pear to me that a large volume of new 
units is required. Rather, the agita- 
tion for an over-supply of new housing 
units is one of the many causes of the 
inflationary chaos in which this nation 
finds itself entangled. 

I believe that fairness to your read- 
ing’ public requires that a correction 
of your editorial “Facts of the Housing 
Shortage” be presented to the readers, 
in as prominent a manner as that used 
in the editorial and not in a manner 
so frequently used by newspapers of 
correcting an otherwise harmful news 
item, prominently displayed, by the in- 
sertion of a retraction in the form of 
a short item lost amid the display 
advertising.

The Fourth of July, it seems to us, is not 
what it used to be. This may be just a sign of 
our advancing age, and the tendency of the 
man on the shelf to compare everything con- 
temporary unfavorably with the good old days. 
Yet, we believe we can make our point. 

Of course, a lot of people are going to have 
lot of fun tomorrow. Indeed, they are going 
work so hard at it that a lot of them will 
killed. Mostly, they will be killed in au 
bile accidents. The automobile will be the 
central feature of the day. People will be climb- 
ing into their cars to get to lakes and rivers, 
country places, parks, ball games and to wher- 
ever and whatever is their idea of fun. The 
result will be a coast-to-coast traffic jam. 

There will be some parades here and there. 
Also a few speeches. And there will be flags 
on public buildings. In the evening, there also 
will be a few fireworks displays. But we can 
remember when a flag went up on every house 
up and down the street. There were lawn par- 
ties featured by gallons of lemonade. Fathers 
frowned on firecrackers, but they did not quite 
forbid them. They made the required conces- 
sion to safety by helping the boys nail pin- 
wheels to the trees and by supervising the dis- 
charge of Roman candles and sky-rockets. 

Nor was the day’s meaning forgotten in the 
celebrations. A group might have to sit still 
long enough in the cane rockers and the ham- 
mocks of the front porch to listen to a reading 
of the Declaration of Independence. 

Maybe things are different now because life 
centers less around the home. Maybe they are 
bound to be different now that cities are so 
much more congested. We find it hard to be- 
lieve that in these times of tension people are 
less patriotic than they were, say 30 or 40 or 
50 years ago. 

Perhaps young men in uniform and older 
men paying taxes and buying bonds have no 
need for the more superficial demonstrations 
of devotion to their country. Maybe this is with 
them too constantly to call for special emphasis 
on just one day. 

And maybe Thornton Wilder was right when 
he said at Harvard that science and experience 
have given the young generation a much broad- 
er view of the world, that “those things which 
all men hold in common are beginning to out- 
weigh enormously those things which separate 
them.” He spelled it out: 

My young friends here in Cambridge 
have shown me over and over again that to 
them it is as simple as breathing that all so- 
cieties are but variants of one another, that 
somehow all wars from now on are civil 
wars, and the human adventure is much 
the same in all times and places... . 

It is a lonely and alarming business to 
feel one’s self one in a creation of billions 
and billions, but it is exciting and inspirit- 
ing to be among the first to hail and ac- 
cept the only fraternal community . that 
finally can be valid—that painfully emerg- 
ing unity of those who live on the one in- 


habited star. 
If that one star is really beginning to rise a 


bit* above the 48, we hail it eagerly even on 
the Fourth of July.

Broad- 
casting magazine, spokesman for the radio in- 
dustry, says her stewardship “would appear to 
qualify her for any federal judgeship hands 
down.” Before joining the FCC, Miss Hennock 
distinguished herself as a New York attorney. 

Neither of the bar groups has cast any 
shadow on this record? If there is one, it is 
invisible at the moment. Will these lawyers 
state their case, and prove that they have one? 
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Strange Case of the Post Holes 

Since an unknown man in southeastern Eu- 
rope stretched out his arm 15 centuries and 
more ago, and made the distance of his reach 
the basic unit of measure, people have had to 
deal with standards—of length, of weight, and 
by now of virtually everything else. 

The arm reach, which the Greeks called the 
orguia, the French the toise, the Danes the 
faedm, and the Saxons the fathom, was the first 
of all standards of length, and one of the first 
of all standards. But when the Normans, 
shorter of reach than the Saxons, invaded Eng- 
land, the working out of a compromise fathom 
(and all its subdivisions) stretched over three 


centuries—and not even the French revolution 


could establish entire the metric system. The 
fact is, standardizing standards is slow work. 
Today, it is a vital process. It is vital to the 
“common defense of allies that they have equip- 
ment and supplies which can be used inter- 
changeably. It is vital to the producers and

May thousands of 
American producers and consumers make it 
standard reading.

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Training Should Come First 

It is in Western Europe that the fate of the 
world lies. This should not be forgotten as we 
watch hopefully and with great expectations for 
more developments indicating a chance of peace 
in bloody Korea. Even if peace comes there, 
it would be the utmost folly to relax any of the 
precautions so necessary against the positive 
and continuing menace of Communism. 

Gen. Eisenhower is well aware of this. That 
is why he is striving to weld the forces of the 
Atlantic Pact nations into a defensive weapon 
so strong that Soviet Russia will be discouraged 
from: attempting any aggression in Western 
Europe. With vigilance so essential, it is dis- 
concerting to read dispatches from American 
newspapermen .in Germany criticizing our 
armed forces there. Volney D. Hurd of The 


Christian Science Monitor and William D. 


Blair Jr. of the Baltimore Sun are crack corre- 
spondents, and what they say is not good. 

Mr. Hurd cables: “To meet any possible Rus- 
sian attack, it is admitted that frontline, battle- 
hardened troops are needed. Instead, the 
blueprint adopted by Washington will result in 
supplying West Germany with garrison-type 
troops which, experience has shown, are ‘push- 
overs’ for resolute and fast-moving invaders.” 
The Blair dispatch from Wiesbaden begins: “To 
a newcomer, the life of the American armed 
forces over here seems as strangely irrational 
as a cocktail party-in a gas chamber.” 

These recall a dispatch in similar vein from 
Drew Middleton of The New York Times last 
December in which he quoted a veteran soldier 
as saying: “Great balls of fire! You can’t 
train an army in a snack bar and movies. And 
what the hell good are maneuvers when every- 
one rushes back to the post on Friday night?” 
Apparently things haven’t changed at all since 
last December. ; 

The first troops to be slaughtered in Korea 
were those made soft by occupation duty in 
Japan. That should have been sufficient les- 
son. If we are to maintain troops in Germany 
why not adopt the plan that Mr. Hurd pro- 
poses: Send divisions over for short periods of 
7 to 9 months of intensive duty—and without 
dependents. The separation from their families 
would be short. The troops, undergoing field 
training instead of a garrison life, would be 
hardened and trained for an emergency. 

Mr. Hurd’s proposal is worth consideration 
in the Pentagon. It might well save the nation 
a repetition of those first anguishing weeks in 
Korea when another Dunkerque loomed. 
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O. K. Armstrong, Adviser 
Representative O. K. Armstrong of Spring- 
field, Mo., complaining that no Republican 
leader has been consulted on the Korean cease- 
fire, demands that Secretary Acheson be dis- 
missed and that the President call a conference 


of Republicans and Democrats on foreign policy. . 


We cannot figure out whether Representative 
Armstrong is in favor of a cease-fire or not. 
We do know, however, that in April, on return- 
ing from Korea, he announced himself in favor 
of an immediate declaration of war on China. 
Had his advice been followed then, even the 
possibility of a truce would now be out. 

Is this the kind of representation the Spring- 
field district really wants in Washington? 
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The Fourth Most Crowded 


If you live in St. Louis and are feeling 
crowded, there is good reason for it. The Cen- 
sus Bureau reports that St. Louis is the fourth 
most densely populated city in the nation, with 
13,975 persons to the square mile. Only New 
York, Chicago and Boston have more people in 
relation to the space within their boundaries. 

When it comes to living space, St. Louis is 
even denser than the Census figures suggest. If 
you deduct from the 61 square miles within the 
city limits land used for streets and alleys, parks 
and other public purposes, business and indus- 
trial sites and so on, you come out with only 
about 20 square miles of residential area, In 


-each square mile of living space the city has 


more than 40,000 people. 

Well, St. Louisans have been living this way 
for some time and they find it tolerable, if not 
always perfect. Density, of course, varies a 
great deal with the neighborhoods. 

When 20 square miles of living space are 
averaged out for everybody, each St. Louisan 
has about 600 stuare feet, and each family of 
four about 2400 square feet. This is room 
enough to swing a cat in. It is enough for a 
commodious and comfortable city. 

What St. Louis needs is not space so much 
as the proper organization of space. That should 
be a primary afm of the redevelopment pro- 
gram—the scientific and artistic use of land in 
such a way that many thousands of people can 
occupy it more conveniently, efficiently and 
pleasantly than they now do.

Just What Is “Appeasement”? 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Word has become mere epithet and utterly fails to describe United 
States policy; America has broadened its authority, fought Commu- 
nist aggression, aided allies; desire to confine and end Korean war 
rather than invite world war is most certainly not appeasement. 


From The Christian Science Monitor 


This word has become an epithet, used 
as a substitute for reasoned argument. 


For at least 20 years this newspaper has 
vigorously opposed such retreats before 
aggression as represented in names like 
Manchukuo, Ethiopia, Spain, and Munich. 
Appeasement can be properly applied to 
those cases. 


But today it is used to describe any- 
thing short of preventive war. It is ap- 
plied loosely to American foreign policy 
and particularly to Korea. At a moment 
when critical décisions are to be made it 
is essential to look behind the word and 
examine the substance of policies and ac- 
tions to which it is so recklessly attached. 


The United States has pushed the fron- 
tiers of its power across two oceans, onto 
the continents of Europe and Asia, even 
to the Elbe and the Imjin. It has troops 
in Germany and Japan. It has built bases 
in North Africa, Britain, Iceland, South 
America, Okinawa and Korea, It is supply- 
ing economic and military aid to dozens 
of countries“for active opposition to Rus- 
sia’s imperialistic Communism. 


Gigantic Arms Program 
Three years ago it resorted to selective 


service, and has now provided for uni- 
versal military training. It signed the At- 


lantic pact, and has led in setting up a | 


joint defense force in Europe. It is build- 
ing up a stockpile of atomic bombs and 
other weapons in a gigantic military pro- 
gram. 

Is this appeasement? 


In the last year the United States has 
led the United Nations into active armed 
resistance to aggression in Korea. If 
North Korea had been ajlowed to get 
away with its invasion, that would have 
entailed appeasement. But instead U.N. 
forces have not only repelled those at- 
tacks; they have not only forced the in- 
vader to “withdraw to the thirty-eighth 
parallel;” they have pushed him well be- 
yond it and exacted more than 1,500,000 
casualties. 


Is this appeasement? 
Of course, the word is most frequently 


applied today to two policies. One is the 
decision to confine the war if possible to 
Korea. 

This entails refraining from bombing 
north of the Yalu river. It leaves U.N. 
air forces free to pound the enemy for 
hundreds of miles behind his lines and 
leaves U.N. ground and naval forces free 
from possible retaliatory action. It does 
not give Russia an opportunity secretly to 
strike down American bombers over Man- 
churia, but conserves American air power 
as a deterrent to Soviet war plans. 


Is this appeasement? 


The second policy described as appease- 
ment is the announced willingness to ne- 
gqtiate a cease fire on the basis of “re- 
storing peace and security to the area” of 
South Korea. 


A Jacket of Shibboleths 


There is a drive on to put American 
policy into a strait jacket of shibboleths. 
The effort appears to be to discredit in 
advance any consideration of the thirty- 
eighth parallel—no matter what other 
gains are obtained. Already the United 
States is taking a rigif stand on Formosa 
and the exclusion of the Peiping regime 
from the U.N. 


Is this appeasement? 


The United States is also demanding 
guarantees against repetition of es- 
sion in Korea and the restoration of South 
Korea. Furthermore, it is setting condi- 
tions which would spell defeat and loss of 
prestige to the Communists. 


Korea has already provided valuable 
experience in co-operation for U.N. and a 
vast strengthening of democratic defenses 
against Red imperialism. Peace under 
these terms would reflect a tremendous 
improvement in the whole situation of the 
free world since the Communists launched 
their attempted coup a year ago. 

Is this appeasement? 


Let those who think so examine the 
alternative course. They concede that it 
gambles with a general war. In “decent

Dr. Edwin G. Nourse, former Chairman 
of the President’s Council of Economic 
Advisers, has written an analysis of the 
economic life of the United States and a 
proposed broad solution for the problems 
he sees.

The.West in Peiping. 


The persistent skepticism has 
been primarily on the score of 
whether the Soviet Union really 
wanted the Korean war to end. 
Among some, doubt has existed 
over the closeness of the relation- 
ship between the two partners, 
China and Russia. The lack of 
knowledge of what is actually 
happening in Peiping is one of 
the question marks in this whole 
difficult and fantastic business. 
A letter from'a Western diplomat 
in the Chinese capital to a col- 
league in Wa n gives a 
strange picture of the isolation 
of the West even there, on the 
scene, 

“There are about 50 of us from 
the West here now,” this diplomat 
writes. “We go to the big dip- 
lomatic parties and we are re- 
ceived with formal politeness. 
But invariably we find ourselves 
off in a corner together talking 
in French or in English and, I 
might add, in rather muted 
voices. 

“Any language other than Chi- 
nese is frowned on. The exception 
to this rule is Russian. Quite a 
few officials here speak Russian 
with the Soviet representatives, 
who are numerous and who re- 
ceive what might be termed al- 
most deferential treatment. We 
are told nothing. We see no one 
except each other. At one of these 
curious official parties whenever 
we approach a group talking ani- 
matedly, the conversation prompt- 
ly dies and we are met with 
blandly polite smiles.”

What Is In the Wind. 


Why should this be? Particular- 
ly since, so far as the outside 
world knows, there has been no 
attack on Mao’s loyalty to the 
religion o1 Marx and Lenin? 
Could it be that China’s Commu- 
nists are engaged in a doctrinal 
split with the high priests in the 
Kremlin? 

No one knows. Among the first 
signs—largely undetected in the 
early stages—of the split between 
Stalin and Tito, one came in just 
such debate over the fine points 
of Communist faith. But jumping 
to conclusions is a rash business 
that, in these matters, usually 
leads to a fractured hypothesis or 
worse. 


Many Obstacles Lie Ahead. 


Here at home, speculation and 
argument also cut several ways.

There may be lots of fireworks 
tomorrow to celebrate the glor- 
ious Fourth, but I doubt if any 
will be touched off by “Miss Lib- 
erty,” which is being presented 
for the first time in St. Louis 
by Municipal Opera this week on 
the theory, I suppose, that its title 


makes it a particularly appro- 
priate show for the patriotic oc- 
casion, though why, I don’t know, 
as it has absolutely nothing to 
say about liberty. | 


The anemic musical comedy 
with score by Irving Berlin, which 
the masterminds of Muny Opera 
saw fit to offer this year instead 
of that smash hit Berlin show 
of recent Broadway vintage, “An- 
nie Get Your Gun,” opened last 
night for a week’s run before a 
crowd of 8500 persons. I am 
properly grateful when Muny 
Opera brings anything new to St. 
Louis. But, after the choice of 
“Miss Liberty,” for all its 308 
Broadway performances, I can 
restrain myself from leaping up 
on a chair and cheering madly. 
For to be blunt about it, “Miss 
Liberty,” except for some spirit- 
ed dancing and one or two pass- 
able songs, and in spite of some 


arduous work by a talented cast, 
is a pretty dull show. 


Robert E. Sherwood, the emi- 
nent playwright and presidential 
adviser who whittled out the 
book in his maiden attempt at 
this form, evidently forgot there 
is supposed to be comedy in a 
musical comedy. His unimagina- 
tive formula story of a bumpkin 
photographer for the New York 
Herald in 1885 who brings the 
wrong girl back from Paris as 
the model for the Statue of 
Liberty is told with a grim de- 
termination that is quite devoid 
of wit or sprightliness. Any froth 
he may have had in mind turns 
out to be stale beer. Apart from 
being far removed from a spirit 
of farce, Sherwood hasn't even 
drawn strong or pithy characters, 
with the possible exception of a 
vinegary flower-selling hag. It 
was all very well not to be por- 
tentous, but something pungent 
might have been slipped grace- 
fully in about the subject of lib- 
erty and what it means. The only 
gesture to that end is a doleful 
hymn by Berlin as the finale, 
fashioned to some of the lines of 
the Emma Lazarus poem on the 


base of the Statue of Liberty. 


The score, by the standards of 
the leading composer of popular 
songs of the itast half-century, 
which Mr. Berlin may be, is medi- 
ocre. “Let’s Take an Old- 
Fashioned Walk” is a pleasantly 
sentimental tune, But “Just One 
Way to Say I Love You,” is rou- 
tine and weak, the intended hu- 
mor of “A Little Fish in a Big 
Pond,” and “Homework,” is as 
sparkling as sparkling water 
which has had the cap off for five 
days; and “Only for Americans” 
is a heavy-footed attempt at 
bright sophistication. Berlin has 
often fashioned deft and humor- 
ous lyrics; but he was coasting 
when he turned out this show, 


The dancing, which seems to 
follow the original Jerome Rob- 
bins choreography, is the best 
thing about the show. It at least 
has some dynamic dynamics, some 
verve, git-up and go. A frenetic 
Parisian street scene and an ex- 
plosive policeman’s ball jig con- 
test were staged with dash and 
energy, and adroitly led by the 
charming Melissa Hayden and her 
partner, Michael Maule; and a 
dahce sequence called “The 
Train,” a montage of a celebrity 
tour, provided satire and imag- 
ination lacking in other depart- 
ments of the musical. 

The cast, or the leading ele- 
ments anyway, were sufficiently 
buoyant to deserve better mate- 
rial. Bill Hayes, as the naive pho- 
tographer, was engaging and, ac- 
cording to the girls around me, 
very cute. Sandra Deel, as the 
Police Gazette reporter, had a 
nice saucy comedy style and an 
aptly raucous voice. Kaye Connor 
made a piquant French model. 
Unfortunately the two parts 
seemed too similar in the writ- 
ing, accentuated by the fact both 
girls are soubrette types gener- 
ally resembling each other; the 
roles almost could be  inter- 
changeable. Elizabeth Watts as 
the fraudulent harpy, the grand- 
mother of the French model, had 
crackle and tang.

—W. Averell Harriman, in an In- 
dependence day message to 
Americans, says the nation must 
not “relax a single day in its ef- 
forts to strengthen the free 
world,” even though the end of 
the Korean war may be in sight. 

President Truman’s special ad- 
viser on foreign affairs said last 
night it is possible to avert an- 
other world war “if we provide 
leadership for the free world and 
see to it that our allfes and our- 
selves are prepared to fight at 
any time, at any place, in defense 
of liberty.” 

Harriman, just back from a 

fresh survey of conditions in 
Europe, addressed a dinner gath- 
ering honoring the 13 original 
states. The dinner, given by 
Gov. John S. Fine of Pennsyl- 
vania, was a highlight of the 
four-day jubilee commemorating 
the 175th anniversary of the sign- 
ing of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence. 
Harriman said he believed 
Russia now considers the Com- 
munist adventure in Korea a 
“great blunder” because it failed 
to bring about the defeat of the 
United Nations forces. The Krem- 
lin regrets that its actions 
“aroused the American and Eu- 
ropean people into a program of 
rearmament,” he added. 

“T think Russia would like it 
very much if we would start to 
relax, but we can’t relax our 
military program one bit. The 
battle is not in Korea alone. We 
must help out allies by putting 
them in a position where they 
can live without fear of aggres- 
sion by Russia.” 


GRANT MADE TO PUT VATICAN 
DOCUMENTS ON MICROFILM 


The Supreme Board of Direc- 
tors of the Knights of Columbus 
yesterday approved a grant of 
$150,000 for the microfilming of 
historic documents in the Vatican 
Library in Rome by St. Louis

The directors, who met in New 
Haven, Conn., voted the money 
for the establishment of the 
Knights of Columbus Foundation 
for the Preservation of Historic 
Documents at the Vatican Li- 
brary. The microfilm record will 
be housed at St. Louis University. 
The Rev. Lowrie J. Daly, S.J., 
of the university’s curriculum of 
medieval studies, has been in 
Rome for several months making 
preparations for the poject. The 
task will involve 42,000 volumes 
and manuscripts, including the 
oldest known manuscripts of the 
New Testament.

Why Truman Should Expose the Dixiecrats 


Expansion of Public 
Health Activities. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., July 3 
(AP)——-A Missouri committee on 
-youth his recommended an end to 
minority group discrimination; an 
expansion of public health and 
welfare facilities and a compul- 
sory school attendance law. 
These were among 13 recom- 
mendations made in a report to 
be submitted to Gov. Forrest 
Smith by the group, known as 
the Missouri White House Con- 
ference Committee on Children 
and Youth. 
The committee, appointed by 
Gov. Smith in November 1949, 
spent a year in study of the pri- 
mary needs of security for chil- 
dren. It was a Samuel 
Marsh, former r of the 
State Department of Public Health 
and Welfare. 

Segregation Proposals. 
Four of the recommendations 
deal with segregation, they urge 
non-segregation in all levels of 
public education. They also ask 
that state recreational facilities be 
opened to all children, regardless 
of race, color or creed, and that 
discriminatory practices against 
minority groups in professional 
education and in semi-public fa- 
cilities such as hotels, restau- 
rants, theaters and transportation 
facilities be prohibited. 
One of the recommendations, 
removal of residence require- 
ments of all professional person- 
nel in the Department of Public 
Health and Welfare, already has 
been acted on by the General As- 
sembly, Marsh said. The old law 
required that such personnel be 
residents of Missouri for two 
years before taking a merit ex- 
amination. 

The compulsory school attend- 
ance recommendation urges that 
state aid be provided “for the 
employment of attendance teach- 
ers who will assure maximum at- 
tendance through work with the 
child, his school and community.” 
Other Recommendations. 
Other recommendations in- 
clude: ) 

Establishment of county health 
units and revision of the law un- 
der which they are operating; an 
act enabling the State Division of 
Health. to receive federal funds 
for public health work; increased 
state funds for extension of ad- 
ministration and. direct services 
from the Division of Health, Di- 
vision of Welfare and State Board 
of Training Schools; licensing and 
inspection of child-placing and 
child-caring agencies’ nursery 
homes and boarding schools be 
provided through the Divisions 
of Health and Welfare and De- 
partment of Education; 

Protection of interstate place- 
ment of dependent children; in- 
crease in funds for general relief, 
and aid to dependent children; 
and revision of child labor laws, 
raising ages of children and youth 
in employment and strengthening 
of enforcement provisions. 
Serving with Marsh on the 
committee were educators, doc- 
tors, sociologists, health and wel- 
fare workers.

Truman Plans Tour. 


Never has a President battered 
with so many public protests at 
a Congress in so short a space 
as has Harry Truman in recent 
weeks. He is, first, seeking action 
~—for this is a serious national 
crisis. At the same time he is 
compiling a record. And one who 
has seen the spectacle once be- 
fore, as this reporter did, can 
visualize him standing on the 
back platform, pulling a slip of

Just what line 
of attack he will take will depend 
on two circumstances: First, how 
much Congress finally gets done 
by that time toward meeting 
anti-inflation and defense pro- 
gram necessities and, second, how 
far he decides to go from a 
political standpoint. 

As to the second—this is, after 
all, a Democratic Congress, at 
least nominally, with his party in 
the posts of power, and not a Re- 
publican-controlled Congress as 
was the Eightieth. It is not, of 
course, a Truman Congress, since 
the Truman party, as it might be 
called, is the minority party with 
the ruling party the old familiar 
coalition of Republicans and 
Southern Democrats. But the 
Democratic party, such as it is; 
is responsible, and that party in- 
cludes Southern Democrats. _

nan.

Congress Discounts Gains. 


Whether President Truman, 
himself, eventually will break 
over and cross this southern 
Rubicon may give a clew to his 
own 1952 intentions. If he in- 
tends to retire and not run again, 
which is this reporter’s belief, he 
could perform a fine, farewell 
service to his party and the na- 
tion by analyzing for all to see 
and hear just how powerful 
Southern interests encourage this 
coalition activity in order to cre- 
ate a majority party in Congress 
sympathetic to its wishes. - 

The result is that every national 
victory at the polls for progres- .- 
sivism suffers a discount in Con- 
gress. We have seen that happen, 
time after time, year after year. 

Its exposure by a Democratic 
President would, as well, strength- 
en the forces of progressivism: in 
the South—and they are on the. 
rise—so they could liberate the 
party there from influences that 
are holding back that section and

It was a homecoming of a 
kind. Pat had lived in Lawton 
since he was 12, but it happened 
that he was born in the station 
hospital at Fort Sam Houston.

His mother used 
to be a nurse and so she knew 
that paraplegics are paralyzed 
from the waist down and that 
hardly any of them ever walk 
again on their own power. Pat’s 
father bought a television~ set 
and put it right next to Pat’s bed. 

Later on, Helen’ Jacks came 
down from Pine Bluff, Ark., 
where she is a telephone operator. 
Helen and Pat had been engaged 
for about a year and a half. Helen 
had wanted to get married before 
Pat was shipped overseas. Pat 
thought that wasn’t fair to her. 
He wasn’t worried so much about 
getting killed, he says, but he 
was concerned he might pick up 
some permanent injury. 

Last Christmas Pat went home. 
They called it “Operation Santa 
Claus” and the idea was to ship 
home as many paraplegics as 
possible. They were flown to the 
Army hospital nearest their home 
town and went on from there by 
ambulance. 

Pat wasn’t sure how the fur- 
lough would work out. He knew

his family wouldn’t embarrass

“They all came,” he recalls,

because my health is better. 
They’ve been working with me.” 

I pointed to his bulging biceps 
and said they looked pretty fit. 
Pat said that was nothing, I 
should see Shorty’s biceps. He 
looked around for Shorty ‘but 
Shorty wasn’t there. Instead, Pat 
saw a couple of good-looking girls 
walking down the hall.

| Fix It Yourself

Novelty Finishes for. Furniture. 
T’S amazing what you can do 
to a piece of wood these days. 
Why, after some of the modern 

finishes go on'even the. wood’s 
own mother wouldn’t recognize 
him. Take these blond finishes 
you find today such as limed oak, 
silver oak and the rest. 

These begin by bleaching out 
the wood with a wood bleach. 
These bleaches lighten the color 
of the wood fibers and you can 
get almost any shade you desire 
through repeated applications of 
the bleaching compound. ‘*° 

Once the wood is bleached to 


the desired shade, a coat of trans- 
parent lacquer or shellac is ap- 
plied. This is a very thin. coat- 
ing and serves to protect the 
wood fibers from being darkened 
by the filler. For most work a 
white filler is used and this is 
applied over the entire surface. 

Before it has a chance to set 
hard it is wiped off with a clean 
lintless cloth. Wipe in the direc- 
tion of the wood grain. The sur- 
face filler is removed but the 
portion that is in the wood grain 
remains and when hard the entire 
surface is coated with clear shel- 
lac or lacquer.

.All-Year Job

UMMER months bring us the 
best and most liberal supplies 
of fresh vegetables, and many 
fruits. “Summer,” however, -is 
just a term that we use to de- 


scribe warm weather. This is cer- q 
tainly in evidence when it comes @ 


to the processing of frozen foods. 

There is not a month in the 
year that freezing plants are not 
in operation somewhere in the 
producing sections, and fruits and 
vegetables as well as fish and 
meats are being packed and sent 
into storage for later use. This 
does not mean that these prod- 
ucts do not go onto the menu 
throughout the year. The con- 
venience of ready-to-use packaged 
vegetables, for instance, make 
them competitors with fresh 
products even at: the height of 
the season. Strangely enough, 
competition has resulted in better 
quality fresh vegetables for our 
local markets. _ Growers have 
found that ice packing is a pract- 
ical method for insuring the 
quality the consumer is demand- 
ing. Grocers also have discov- 
ered the advantages of the use 
of ice in preserving the quality. 

While we all agree there is 
nothing quite so good as a veg- 
etable just out of the garden, 
we appreciate the increased im- 
provement in those we find in 
city markets. Not all of us are 
fortunate enough to be able to 
grow our own supply or to get 
it next door. You probably all 
remember Mark Twain’s famous 
recipe for cooking corn-on-the- 
cob. He suggests taking the ket- 
tle of water out to the pasture, 
bringing it to a boil, then picking 
the corn and husking it and 
plunging it into the bubbling 
water. 

We will probably keep our 
kettle in the kitchen but those of 


us who love our vegetables will 


choose them carefully, selecting 
frozen products unless the others 
are crisp and fresh, storing them 
properly in the home kitchen and 
preparing and cooking them at 
the last minute and just long 
enough. to. be tender. And, of 
course; use Only a small amount 
of water, whether in a regular 
sauce pan or pressure cooker.

Wabash Spends 67 
Millions: to Make Top 
Flight Modern Railroad - 


yy Lemoine Skinner ie and Morris: Messick 


HERE’S A NEW LOOK — 
and a new life—these days 
to the railroad industry. 
Linked strongly to the American 
past, its rails still appear to be 
on the main line of development 


| for the country’s future. 


Nowhere, we believe, could we 
have gotten a better picture of 
what’s been happening in rail- 
roading in recent years than at 
the headquarters of the Wabash 
here in St. Louis. It’s a picture 
Casey Jones would have trouble 
recognizing. 

Visiting with Wabash Railroad 
Company officials, we learned of 
the great steps being taken to 
modernize and improve the oper- 
ation of a road that, with its 
2400 miles of track, bridges the 
east and west, north and south, 
to serve the heart of America. 

One of the most tangible signs 
of such a program is the expend- 
iture of money—big money— 
to make wisely the improve- 
ments needed to attract new 
business.

THE COLD FIGURES of the 
Wabash improvement program 
since World War II are these— 
about $67,700,000 expended in 
the last five years. This sum is 
broken down roughly in this 
way: 

New freight train cars — 

$20,000,000. 

Track and yard improve- 

ments—$11,500,000. 

New diesel engines — $32,- 

500,000. 
New passenger trains and 
equipment—$3,700,000. 
This far-reaching overhaul of the 
Wabash to keep the road firmly 
on the main line of progress is 
being carried out by as experi- 
enced a group of railroaders as 
you are likely to find in any or- 
ganization. 

At the head is 59-year-old 
Arthur K. Atkinson, who started 
out as an office boy with the 
Denver & Rio Grande Railroad 
in 1909. He left in 1920 to go 
with the U. S. Railroad Admin- 
istration and two years later 
went with the Wabash. 

After spearheading the reor- 
ganization plan that in 1942 
brought the road through the 
wringer of a depression-born re- 
ceivership, he became president 
in 1947, His road last year re- 
pare operating revenues of 


$104,357,675, an increase of $10,-

ABASH OFFICIALS TO 
whom we talked stressed 
their rolling equipment 
modernization program. Under 
it, hundreds of new cars bear- 
ing the Wabash flag emblem 
and “Follow the Flag” slogan 
have been put into service in 
the last few years, while a 


' further stepping up of this ac- 


tivity is planned for next year. 

Many of the new cars are 
turned out at the Wabash shop 
in Decatur, Ill., and others are 
acquired from builders to enable 
Wabash to keep to the front in 
having the equipment needed to 
handle its shippers’ business. 

Wabash has pioneered in the 
development and use of “damage 
free” freight cars. The interiors 
of these cars are equipped with 
metal cross bars that fit into 
holders on the sides to prevent 
freight from shifting while under 
way. 

Fitting its rolling equipment 
to the needs of its customers, 
Wabash operates specialized 
types of equipment to meet par- 
ticular problems. One of the 
latest pieces of specialized equip- 
ment it has put into use is a car 
with a depressed center well. 


, With its floor thus built lower 


than that of a standard car, it is 
able to carry unusually large- 
sized pieces of freight that would 
present problems of tunnel and 
bridge clearance on a standard 
car. 


A MODERN RAILROAD 
needs more than new rolling 
equipment, Rails, roadbeds and 
routes comprise three R's that 
some railroaders might compare 
in importance as fundamentals 
with the classroom reading, ‘rit- 
ing and ‘rithmetic. 

Wabash has a line be- 
tween Kansas City, Mo., and 

Buffalo, N. Y., that is spok- 

en of admiringly in railroad 

circles as a “hot shot” 
freight route. One reason 
for this tempo allegro is 
that this “hot shot” line is 

a through route avoiding 

Chicago and St. Louis and 

their congestion. Perishable 

commodities get a good fast 
ride. 

There’s one particular stretch 
of that line withavery new ap- 
pearance. It is about 12 miles of 
rail near Barry, Ill., on the run 
between Moberly, Mo., and De- 
catur, Ill. Someone said that the 
track there used to be so up- 
and-down that, at one point, an 
oncoming train could be seen to 
appear and disappear several 
times. 

About $1,500,000 and a lot of 
work have changed that. The 
ruling grade has been reduced 
from 1.5 per cent to 0.6 per cent. 
As a result, the Wabash has 
been able to up from 65 to 100 
the number of loaded freight 
cars mrctitere end- in one Sa there.

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laid on a first-rate roadbed. No 
railroad can do its best job if its 
yards are too small or. antiquat- 
ed. The elaborate systems of 
tracks, switches and controlling 
devices must be kept up to date 
to keep the cars rolling rapidly. 

At the “soy bean center of the 
world,” otherwise known as De- 
catur, Ill, Wabash has started a 
$3,500,000 project to medernize 
and enlarge its yards. This will 
increase the yard eapacity from 
3400 to 6200 cars and will speed 
up train movements. A some- 
what similar improvement was 
recently completed at the yards 
in Moberly, Mo. The number of 
tracks was increased and a talk- 
back communication system was 
installed to keep the yard master 
in constant vocal touch with all 
employes in the area,

MODERN RAILROAD can’t 

just stick to its knitting in 

the railroad business. It’s 
got to be concerned about all 
business in its territory. The 
Wabash, in its constant efforts 
to get more business, through- 
out the years has had a consid- 
erable hand in developing in- 
dustrial areas it serves. 

One of its most recent 
moves in this field is the 
locating and development of 
a site for a huge new Ford 
Motor Co. assembly plant 
north of Kansas City, Mo. 
There, in buildings to con- 
tain about 1,000,000 ‘square 
feet of floor space,’ Ford 
plans to turn out around 


700 passenger cars and 
trucks daily. About 3000 
persons will be employed.

WABASH MEN, like most rail- 
roaders, talk first about freight 
—that’s the strong foundation of 
their business. But, if that can 
be compared with the meat and 
potato phase of a meal, the pas¢ 
senger train operation can cere 
tainly be likened to strawberry 
shortcake in its bright appeal. 

Along this line, the Wabash 
people are proud of their plush 
new $1,500,000 “Blue Bird”-dome 
train, which operates between 
St. Louis and Chicago. It’s a 
luxurious train, and the coach 
passengers get in on the good 
things usually reserved for extra- 
fare riders. They have a coffée- 
shop club car, in which they can 
sit at a counter and order any- 
thing from a good cup of coffee 
to a light meal. In the same car, 
there are lounge chairs and fa- 
cilities for playing cards and 
writing. 

The first of the Wabash pas- 
senger streamliners ._placed in 
operation since World War II 
was the “City of St. Louis.” In- 
augurated in 1946, it has since 
been completely re-equipped. It 
gave St. Louis for the first time 
a through coach and Pullman 
service to Denver and the Pa- 
cific Coast cities of Los Angeles, 
San Francisco, Portland, ‘and 
Seattle. Next was the “City of 
Kansas City,” running between 
St. Louis and Kansas City. And 
the “Blue Bird,” which started 
in 1950, is rig —

E ASKED ONE OFFICIAL 

for a summation of what 

‘the Wabash has accom- 
plished in the last few years to 

cab that new look to a pioneer 
railroad. 

“Our railroad has modernized 
as to power, main trackage, sig- 
nals, bridges, structures and 
communications,” he said, “ and 
we are now in the process of 
modernizing our yards.” 

An old Wabash employe who 
later made a name for himself 

in another field touched on ‘one | 

os of that program not too 
mor ago. The man was Gén. 
Omar Bradley. Participating by 
remote control from his desk in 
Washington in the inauguration 
of the “City of Kansas City,” he 
observed: 

“T have had only two jobs 
in my life. One was, and 
still is, the United States 
Army. The other was for 


the Wabash Railroad. Before 
I entered West Point, I 
worked in the Wabash shops 
in Moberly, And I didn’t 
dream that the boss would 
ever ask me to christen his 
newest train. 


“It is just another of 
many contributions to trans- 
portation which have been 
made by American railroads. 
It represents our American 
tradition of constant achieve- 
ment, constant improvement 
in all services.”
